There will be shortages of some 
foods in 1944, but the United 
States will continue to be well 
fed, says Norman Leon Gold, chief 
of civilian food requirements 
branch of the War Food Admin- 
istration. 

“My story is a story of abun- 
dance,” Gold said yesterday in an 
interview, “not unlimited supplies 
of course, but plenty. Civilians 
will continue to take about 75 
per cent of all food produced in 
this country. The food trades will 
continue to distribute 90 million 
tons of food in dqgmestic chan- 
nels during 1944.” 

Butter will continue limited 
with civilians getting about a 
pound per person per month, Gold 
said, so that military require- 
ments of 24 pounds per man sted 
year can be met. 

Onions will continue scarce un- 
til the new crop arrives on the 
market in April, the man who 
looks after civilian food needs 
said, adding that fluid milk, rice, 
cornmeal and grits would be 
short.

Paregoric Sales Decline 

The state of Georgia has made great strides, during the past 
year, in elimination of the sale of paregoric to drug addicts. 

Some credit for this no doubt stems from the fact that the 
last regular session of the state legislature gave serious considera- 
tion to a measure which would have made the drug obtainable 
only on the prescription of a practicing physician. This proposal, 
while beaten on the floor of the assembly, had the effect of 
calling to public attention the fact that Georgia ranked first of 
all the 48 states in the sale of paregoric, 

Thus it was that the state, through its drug inspectors, set 
about to correct the evil. 

That it has been able to do so, largely through the splendid 
co-operation of the vast majority of Georgia druggists, speaks 
well for the high-type professional men who operate the state’s 
pharmacies. 

The reduction in the unrestricted sale of the drug will result, 
as Chief Drug Inspector L. N. Camp has pointed out, “not only 
in saving the individuals who were using the narcotic, but since 
many addicts became public charges, it will consequently restore 
most of them to self support and bring a saving to their local 
governments.”

A Vote Wasn't 
Really Necessary 


Winter is a great time for polls in the sports 
writing business, Things are dull in winter but 
a sports writer can always arouse a flame of | 
interest by polling his fans on this and that. It ax 
was dull in New York and the Associated Press’ Mr. Chip Royal 
polled the sports writers of the nation on what, in their opinion, 
were the three greatest sports achievements of all time. 


They voted, in oxder, for Robert Tyre Jones’ four golf cham- 
pionships in 1930; Babe Ruth’s great home-run hitting, pitching and 
fielding, and Jesse Owens’ running, broad-jumping and hurdling. 

Bobby Jones was far out in front, as might have been expected. 
There really wasn’t much reason to poll the nation on that. His 
four golf championships in one year constitute an achievement that 
nothing else approaches. 

He was playing back in the days when there were hickory shafts 
in the tools of the game. There were no steel shafts to act just 
the same on every swing. One had to learn the habits of each 
stick and then one had to master each of them. No two reacted 
just alike, and the man who could master the sticks in his bag had 
lo be an artist and a superior sort of performer. 

How well did Jones know his? Well, in his last nine years of 
competition he played in 12 open championships, nine in this coun- 
try and three in England. The professional field had a lot of great 
artists in it but in those 12 open competitions Jones finished first 
or second 11 times. He was first seven times and second four times. 
Two of those seconds came in play-offs because of ties. 

That is a record no one else has ever come close to and it is my 
modest opinion no one ever will approach. His climax was, of 
course, his great year, 1930, when he won the American Open 
and amateur and the British Open and amatetr. 

There are fine fellows and great golfers in the game today, but 
please don’t suggest that any one of them is to be compared with 
Jones. When you have found one who matches that nine-year 
record wake me up and we will begin the argument. Until then 
there isn’t any grounds for debate. 


THE BEST To my way of thinking, Bobby Jones was the finest 
sports hero this nation ever had. 

He was, and is, in my opinion, well out in front in that respect. 
He never did or said a snide thing. I don’t know how he took 
it, with the mob trampling at his heels, pulling at him for auto- 
graphs, breathing on his neck, offering him all sorts of adulation 
and honor, 

Well, he knew how much of it to take, which was very little. 
He knew the cheers were always there for the winner. He never 
regarded himself as a hero or a super man of any sort. He was 
blessed with a streak of humbleness, and that is a great help. 

He also had another gift. A rare one. That was a sense of 
humor. He could even laugh at himself, and that is the rarest gift 
of all for one who is out there in the white heat of publicity and 
the public view. 

So, he never put on airs or adopted the regal attitude which 
lesser heroes have done. He just went ahead being a decent person, 
knowing what to say and do and when. It just so happened that 
he had a sort of intuitive sense about doing the right thing. 

So, it was perfectly natural that, when he had won all there 
was to win, he quit playing golf. He came back a few years later 
to play at his own club in Augusta, but that was just play. He 
knew you can’t leave that game, which requires the touch of a 
great pianist or violinist, and come back to tournament play and 
expect to do well. I think it was Bill Tilden who once said you 
had to be tournament tough to win tournaments. And you do. 

Well, so much for that. It really wasn’t necessary to vote on 
it, but it is satisfactory in a way to know that everyone knows 


about it. 

SECOND AND THIRD It seems to me that Babe Ruth’s place 
was proper, too. A lot of present- 

day fans don’t recall that Babe Ruth was a great pitcher before 

they made an outfielder of him. He wasn’t just a home-run hitter 

either. He could field his position. 

It was Babe Ruth and the lively ball he could belt with such 
eclat that changed the game of baseball and built the big stands 
and raised the wages and made baseball a big business. I guess 
that’s why they vote him in ahead of Ty Cobb. 

I won’t even argue about Jesse Owens in third place. He was 
one of our superlative track stars and his record was the best of 
our time. 

It just happens that I have had a notion all these years that 
maybe Jim Thorpe, the Injun, was the best track and field athlete 
we ever had. But, as I! say, there is no reason to argue about that 
here. Owens was great. 

Well, it was a good poll. Incidentally, it shocked me to read a 
day ago that Babe Ruth had celebrated his 50th birthday. The 
Babe 50 years old? I think I'll go home and put on my slippers 
and sit by the fire. The Babe 50? Why, I remember... 


Lobbied for Liquor 
With a Big Heart 


Old-timers in Georgia politics never forget the 
late Clayt Robson. 

Clayt lived at the Kimball House, in the days 
when that famous old hostelry was known as — 

Georgia’s second capitol. All the legislators lived there when the 
assembly was in session and most of the committee hearings were 
held in its spacious rooms, 

Clayt had a suite of rooms which were the unofficial clubrooms 
of many legislators and newspapermen, particularly in the evenings 
when the cares of the lawmaking day were over and the weary 
representative sought solace after arduous performance of duty on 
behalf of his constituents. 

There was solace aplenty to be found in Clayt’s rooms. He 
shipped it in by the trunkful and, if a baggage man handled one of 
his trunks too carelessly it might spring a redolent leak. And the 
rooms were filled, nightly, with tobacco smoke so thick it was 
difficult to figure visibility in other than inches. 

Clayt was the lobbyist par excellence. His principal clients 
were the alcoholic beverage people, always seeking to repeal Geor- 
gia’s then bone-dry laws. (This was in the unregenerated days— 
the liquor interests behave far better nowadays.) 

Clayt, though, had other strings

to his lobby bow. He was the 


kingpin in creation of new counties in Georgia. No man can guess 
how many fewer counties Georgia would be chopped into if Clayt 
had not been able to deliver the goods when some local politicians 
whispered to him, with appropriate emolument, that they thought it 
would be a good idea to make a separate county of their end of 
Galooph county with their home town, of course, the county seat. 

Such a bill would go through to a slightly mysterious enactment 
and said local politicians would then have all the fun of bargaining 
with contractors for the building of a courthouse and with strug- 
ling among themselves for the newly created county offices. 

Clayt was, we must all admit, a thoroughly reprehensible char- 
acter. How could a professional lobbyist be otherwise? A hireling 
of the liquor interests. A fellow who draped his robust and corpu- 
lent form in striped pants and Jim Swinger coat, a fellow who 
looked the exact replica of that fearful figure of the political car- 
toons, Mister Predatory Wealth. He had to be evil, the personifi- 
cation of everything the good people denounce, the very antithesis 
of the characters that should influence the lawmakers. 

But listen, now. The description

of Clayt Robson is not complete. 


There was a newspaperman, a good fellow and a fine reporter. 
Like all newspapermen, though, he seemed always unable to ac- 
cumulate more than a couple of dollars, at one time, in his bank 
balance. 

This newspaperman had a sick wife and it became necessary 
to send her to a hospital for operation and long and costly treat- 
ment. The husband managed to postpone the evil day when the 
doctor’s and the hospital’s bills must be met. But the day came 
when his wife was ready to leave the hospital and he could post- 
pone the financial showdown no longer. He set out for the hospital, 
planning to plead for a long-time system of weekly or monthly 
installments on his bill. With visions, too, of them holding his 
wife as hostage until the bill was paid. 

When he went to the cashier’s office at the hospital they told 
him his bills were all paid,in full and handed him the receipts. 
The Good Samaritan, they ‘said, preferred to remain anonymous, 
but some time later a hospital attache inadvertently let the secret 
slip. Clayt Robson had paid the bills.

town that needed a new church carpet. 
Such floor coverings, made to fit the peculiar angles of a church 
and to fit around the pews, are expensive. For several years the 
church women, by holding sociables and picnics and rummage 
sales, had been trying to raise enough money for the first payment 
on such a carpet. And were, to all intents and purposes, getting 
nowhere at all. 

One Sunday the preacher at this church devoted his entire ser- 
mon to excoriation of Clayt Robson, holding Clayt up to his con- 
gregation as a living example of evil itself. The following week a 
carpet firm’s truck drove up to the church to measure for the 
carpet and the men said it was bought and paid for by an un- 
named friend. 

Later, too, this secret became a secret no longer. Clayt had re- 
turned good for evil and made the church a gift of the carpet. 

And, final facet on his character. Every night, in those rooms 
of his at the Kimball House, everyone present ceased talking and 
became silent exactly at 10 o’clock. For, at 10 o’clock every night, 
without fail, Clayt talked to his mother in another Georgia town, 
bidding her pleasant dreams, a good night and sending her all 
his love.

On Sacrifice 


NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—With no 
intention to curl a lip at Mr, Will- 
kie for proposing that Americans 
must discount this country’s high 
material standard of living, I 
would point out to him that that 
standard already has been revised 
sharply downward, even among 
people who used to live luxurious- 
ly. It has reached the point of 
wretchedness in some areas, no- 
tably the Miamis in Florida, San 
Diego and in many of our fac- 
tory and shipbuilding centers, and 
the worry and uncertainty have 
had a bad moral effect on service. 
men and their wives who have 
reason to believe that they are 
being gypped by landlords exploit- 
ing their heartache and necessity 
and feel that civilians are favored 
because they are in a position to 
pay more rent and for longer 
terms. And, of course, food is not 
plentiful, transportation is slow, 
crowded and painful and many of 
our people are living out of suit- 
cases, the parents and the baby, 
all in one mean little room. This 
is not the traditional American 
standard but an emergency con- 
dition, but nevertheless it repre- 
sents a great decline for a great 
many. 


Sailor Writes 

An enlisted Navy man _ wrote 
from San Diego some time ago 
after 18 months in the Aleutians 
and the South Pacific complain- 
ing that because he was not a “de- 


fense worker” he could not find 
quarters in which to spend a few 
months ashore with his wife and 
son. 

Naturally, this turned him 
against the civilians in the war 
factories and he said bitterly that 
he couldn’t compete with the over- 
time pay of those in whose de- 
fense he had put in his time at 
sea. The Navy people at the base 
had tried to arrange for the con- 
struction of quarters for married 
enlisted men and the _ situation 
was the more painful because, 
even with wounded and _ war- 
weary men coming in for hos- 
pital treatment their families 
could find no place to live. The 
housing shortage was so bad, in 
fact, that some of the want ads 
in the San Diego Tribune-Sun con- 
tained offers of bribes or bonuses, 
only one of them, incidentally, by 
service people who ordinarily can’t 
compete in such bidding. 

One want ad offered a case of 
Four Roses (which I believe to be 
an alcoholic beverage) to anyone 
who could find him a‘ suitable 
apartment; another, by a business- 
man, offered $100 for a-home with 
two or three bedrooms, and “two 
adults, permanent business peo- 
ple,” were ready to pay $50 re- 
ward for a furnished house with 
two bedrooms. 

On the other hand, “Naval lieu- 
tenant, wife (expectant), want 
furnished house of apartment.” 
“Army couple (expectant mother) 
urgent need a home,” and “serv- 
ice wife (expectant mother), small 
son, want room, kitchen privi- 
leges,” is a text which bespeaks a 
standard of living that cannot go 
much lower without plunging into 
absolute hardship and squalor. 


Angry Wife 


An ensign’s wife in Miami was 
very angry at landlords both on 
the beach and on the mainland 
who were charging exorbitant 
rents and discriminating against 
servicemen .nd their wives, most 
of them apparently young brides 
who had left their homes every- 
where to follow their husbands 
to the water’s edge. The OPA, 
she said, had set rents as of Au- 
gust, 1943, when “on the average 
they were double what they would 
ordinarily be,” but even so some 
owners would not rent to service- 
men at all. 

“Naturally,” she conceded, “the 
story is not all one-sided. There 
are kind landlords and there are 
service people who abuse _ kind- 
ness. But they are definitely in 
the minority. For some of these 
men it will be the last chance for 
a semblance of family life. We 
hear so damn much about all of 
us setting down and loving one 
another like brothers after the 
war, and right now in the midst 
of the war people can’t even have 
consideration for the men who are 
fighting it. They can’t strike, they 
don’t make $90 a week, they have 
no homes and they are boycotted 
because their income is limited. 
We wives of officers are fortunate 
in having more income to rent 
some sort of home. But what 
about the thousands of enlisted 
men with families?” 


Slum Conditions 

The same sort of reports have 
come from places in Texas, and 
in some industrial towns life is 
equally bad for war factory work- 


jers whose pay, in many cases, is 


barely enough to meet the cost of 
living in close quarters with 
strangers under slum conditions. 

As to people in higher income 
brackets, Mr. Willkie, being one 
of them, should know that many 
have had to borrow money to pay 
their taxes and have scaled down 
their standard of living of neces- 
sity in the hope of pulling out 
of debt. Overall, the American 
standard is far down now, but 
the sad part of it is that not only 
the ‘servicemen, but their families 
both at home and on the road fol- 
lowing them around, have sacri- 
ficed most.

Is Farley Behind 
New Third Party Move? 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—In appraising the 
antiadministration third-party movement launched 
in Chicago recently by a group of disgruntled 
Democrats, it is not necessary to go beyond the 
list of names proposed as suitable candidates for vice president on 
the new ticket. 


Former Secretary of War Harry Woodring, of Kansas, spokes- 
man and chief sponsor of the group, has outlined the need for politi- 
cal action to take control of the Democratic party away from Mr. 
Roosevelt and his New Deal associates. To that end he has organ- 
ized a new body known as the American Democratic National Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Woodring, a former Democratic governor of Kansas, has 
announced that “loyal” Democrats wil! be summoned to a national 
convention of the group in April or May for the purpose of nomi- 
nating a presidential ticket. 

For President the new committee's first choice, he said, will be 
Secretary of State Hull. If for any reason (not more than a dozen 
immediately come to mind) Mr. Hull should not be available, the 
committee is prepared to present the names of other well-known 
party leaders, including James A. Farley, Senator Harry Byrd, of 
Virginia, and Senator Walter F. George, of Georgia. 

Just why the group would include the names of Secretary Hull! 
and Senator George on its list of possible presidential candidates is 
something of a mystery. Certainly there isn’t a ghost of a chance 
of either one of them being taken in by such a band of malcontents. 

The only suggested explanation is that the secretary of state and 
the Georgia senator were brought into the picture as red herrings 
to conceal the real purposes of the committee. Neither one of them, 
it can be safely said, would have a moment's dealings with a rump 
outfit of the kind. 

And so we may assume that the names of the two esteemed 
gentlemen were merely introduced to give character to the com- 


mittee’s program. 

WHEELER VICE PRESIDENT? _ But the real insight into the 
committee’s purposes is re- 

_ vealed not so much in the list of candidates it proposes for President 

as in the one candidate it named for vice president. Nothing more 

is needed to convince the public of its high patriotic motives. 

Of all the men in the Democratic party, big and little, who 
might be mentioned for the honor of second place on the ticket, 
the Woodring committee expressed a preference for that patriot 
and party stalwart, Senator Burton K. Wheeler, the arch isola- 
tionist from Montana. 

That is enough to make everything and anything else it does 
ridiculous. It puts the proper stamp on Woodring and his group. 
Wheeler, the man whose pre-Pear! Harbor record was as consistent- 
ly wrong as the now repudiated and misguided Lindbergh's 
Wheeler, the worst Roosevelt slanderer and administration hater of 
them all.

But that’s another story. That’s 
the story of the fire watchers in 
their high towers, sweeping the 
woods for the first white plume of 
smoke against the blue haze, and 
the story of fire crews assembling 
in the space of an hour on the 
order of Dispatcher Tom Norrell, 
tearing through the brush in 
trucks and on foot to get there be- 
fore the fire can spread. 

HUMAN ELEMENT 

The human element back of 
these small but threatening blazes 
you find buried in Jerry Lethcoe's 
reports. Most of them, of cour%e, 
were caused by things that city 
folks know about—by the traveler 
who tossed a burning cigaret from 
his car, by a hunter failing to 
douse his warming fire, or by 
lightning setting the forest floor 
ablaze at the base of a riven tree. 

Many of them are different, 
though. The Brock Branch fire, 
for instance, was what the rangers 
call a “turkey burn.” Some old 
hunter, wise in the lore of the 
woods. came in there and set him 
a fire. knowing that in a few days, 
when the ashes had cooled, the old 
gobblers would swarm in to pick 
sround for roasted acorns and to 
wallow in the ashes to dust their 
wings. 

But Jerry Lethcoe knows hunt- 
ers about as well as hunters know 
turkeys, so many a turkey-hungry 
mountaineer has slipped back in 
the gray of dawn to a pine thicket 
on the edge of a burn to find Jerry 
or one of his men waiting there to 
greet him. 

The Hemp Top fire and the 
Moss Cove fire and the fire on 
Rock Wall branch were all hog- 
tealing fires. A hog steale? is a 
patient man. He comes from over 
the mountain and finds the coves 
which the hogs use and he sets 
fire to these coves to drive the 
hogs out and over the ridge to 
where he can handle them with 
his rifle out of sight of the owner 


mily can get another owe in trouble with the forest 


And if 
good way to make a few dollars is 
by helping to put it out. 
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or the lookout on a fire tower. He 
may spend a month or so, patient- 
ly driving hogs this way, unless 
somebody catches him first. 

In the old days, when two fam- 
ilies got to feudin’ it was bound to 
end in shootin’, as the troubadour 
recorded in his ballad of the Mar- 
tins (no. kin) and the Coys. 
In these times it is more 

‘likely to end in one family 
firing the woods and laying it 
on the family they are quarreling 
with at the moment. A ranger 
has to expect these grudge burn- 
ings wherever he may be sta- 
tioned, and he generally just fights 
the fire and takes no sides. The 
reasons for the grudge are too 
deep-seated and go back too far in 
history for him to try to settle. 


PRODUCT OF DEPRESSION 

The Hell’s Hollow fire was a 
“job fire.” The job fire is a product 
of depression times. Watchers and 
fire ‘tenes are generally forest 
‘service people, paid a regular sal- 
ary. But fire crews are volunteers 
who get paid only when they are 
called out to fight a fire. And 45 
cents an hour is not bad pay in 
forest areas. In fact, back in the 
hungry Thirties, the forest service 
had to cut its pay for fire-fighting 
down to 15 cents an hour. The 25 
cents an hour which was the wage 
scale at that time was too great a 
temptation. Even at that wage 
‘job fires” blazed all over the 
woods, but Jerry Lethcoe finally 
found a way to stop them. When 
a fire started in one end of the 
forest he’d haul a fire crew from 
miles away at the other end. 

There was great moaning and 
gnashing of teeth when the ardent 
volunteers who set the blaze, wait- 
ing there with their mattocks and 
their rakes, read to start earning 
their 15 cents, saw a crew from 
over the mountain come tearing up 
in a truck. 

There are other types of fires 
which may crop up from year to 
year. There are “bee tree” fires, 
set by folks gathering wild honey, 
and “huckleberry burns,” which 
clears the land so the huckleberry 
bushes can thrive, and there is al- 
ways the constant hazard from 
a moonshine still. 

Not up here, but frequent in the 
flat country, are “gathering burns” 
which cover a wide area. People 
set fires to “green” an area, where 
in the spring the grass grows 
lushly, attracting the range cattle, 
so the folks can round them up 
without running themselves to 
death in the swamps.

NO IDLE BrBLES 

During the entire time I was in 
Japanese prisons I never saw an 
idle Bible.

out through the top of the plane. 
If I hadn’t been leaning over to 
look out the left side of the cock. 
pit it would have caught me just 
back of thé chin and have plowed 
upwatd into my skull. 

I thought about this a great deal 
when I got down. What prank of 
fate had saved me from that bul- 
let? I decided it could have been 
my day to get it. 

When I had pursued that line 
of thought to its conclusion I was 
,a fatalist. This fortified me in the 

last days of Bataan and through 
the tragic days I spent in Japanese 
prisons. 

SERVICES HALTED 


We had just begun to look fore 
ward to the Sunday services when 
the Japs ordered them discontin- 
ued. After a couple of weeks, 
however, the ban was lifted. 


The Catholic boys attended mass 
in one of the prison buildings. 
There was no altar, the priests 
having to use benches or whatever 
was available. There were, of 
course, no candles or vestments. 


The Japs allowed the priests 
enough flour to make the thin, 
unleavened wafers or hosts used 
in holy communion. In camps 
where we later were confined, the 
priests were supplied with vest- 
ments by the International Red 
Cross. The Japs also permitted 
construction of altars. 

None of us ever was able to 
understand why the Japs allowed 
us the solace,of religion. It was 
a strange departure from their 
policy of inhumanity. There prob- 
ably was a selfish reason. Maybe 
they thought religion would soft- 
en us. If they figured that way 
they figured wrong.
